D. T. interrupted. him, and faid he was drawing 
them away from their point.

M. M. and D. T. talk'd a little wiiile about a Guide 
in Controverſie ; and D. T. did tell him in ſhort, That 
a Man after uſing all Chriſtian means, and the help of 

all Miniſterial Guides poſſible, muſt at laſt judge for 
" himſelf, and that this was not to run on his own 
head: as alſo that our People could know the Voice 
of our. Church, it being in their own Language; 
but not {o readily the Voice of the Church of Rome, 
it being in an unknown Tongue ; for the true Inter- 
pretation of which the unlearned depended upon the 
particular Prieſt that inſtructed them. 


Then D. T. and Mr.P. came again to the Quotations : 
and D. T. waved for a time that out of S. Ambroſe, 
in relation to which he us'd a word ſomewhat too 
ſharp, ſaying Mr. P. falſified, inſtead of ſaying he had 
quoted a ſpurious Author, So they came to S, Cyril's 
Catechiſm, to which D. T. ſaid, He knew the place 
Mr. P. meant, and that it was anſwered nigh twelve 
Years ago at the end of the Conference betwixt ſome 
Gentlemen of the Church of Rozze, and Dr. Stilling- 
feet and D. Burnet. Mr. P. ſaid, That Conference as 
written by D. Sr. and D. B. was anſwered, and that he 
would give D. T. the Anſwer. Something was ſaid to 
Mr. M. about that Conference, which needs not ( as I 
wagine ) to. be here repeated.

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After this D. T. defir'd Mr. P. to read out of his 
printed Paper, the place out of FJuſtiz Martyr, whieh 
he did.

D. T. anſwered, That thoſe words prov'd the Bread 
to remain Bread, becauſe it nouriſh'd the Body, and 
was call'd Bread after Conſecration : and that they did 
not at all eſtabliſh the Roman Article of Tranſubſtan- 
tration. Mr. P. anſwered, He brought it tor the proof 
of the Real Preſence. . D. T. reply'd, A Lutheran held 
that, .yet would not be of their Communion. He then 
asked D. T. what his opinion was of the Real Pre- 
ſence? He anſwered, He would defend the true Senſe 
of his Church, even in thoſe miſtaken words in the 
Catechiſm, © The Body and Blood of Chriſt are ve- 
©rily and indeed taken and received by the Faithful in 
* the Lord's Supper. [ Onein the Crowd faid, not ve- 
ry loud, Hold him to that. } :

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T think here was further talk about the” Roman Cor-- 
poreal Preſence. ' And Mr. D. A.C. askd Mr. P. whac 
kind of Philoſophy that was which maintain'd that 
Accidents ſubſiſted without ſubſtances : He faid,'twas true 
Philoſophy. D. T. ask'd whether it was true Philoſo- 
phy wh , there was whiteneſs without a white thing, 
and breaking without a thinz broken, and the body of 
a 'Man without the dimenſions and fizure- of ſuch a 
body.

To which D. T. anſwered, that he alſo a- 
dord Chriſt when he took the Sacrament, but not- 
that ſubſtance which they ſaid was under the ſhew of 
Bread : and that if it proved to be Bread, it was a Crea- 
ture, and the worſhipof it would be the worſhip of a 
Creature ; adding that Coſterus the Jeſuit owned, if it 
ſhould prove to be' Bread, the worſhip of it would be 
worſe Idolatry than that of the Laplanders who wor- 
ſhipped a red Cloth.

Some 
ſtragling Words were not gathered up, as that about 
falſe Coin remembered in your Narrative, and the Ac- 
cidental talk about the Quietiſts, concerning whom 
Mr. Meredith faid they were extin&. 

If I have touch'd upon any Infirmity of yours, I pre- 
ſume it will be the more eafily Pardon'd, ſeeing 1 do not 
ſpare my ſelf, I thought it would give the greater fa- 
tisfaction to tell the whole Truth, having obſerved, as 
others do, that in ſuch Caſes, ordinary things give Light 
to thoſe which are more Material.

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1, He begins the firſt Motive by ſaying, and by ta- 
king that for granted, which no Proteſtant will yield 
to him, that rhe Roman Catholick Church is allowed to have 
been once THE True Church. This firf Motive is a 
Fallacy, of The Church, for 4 Church : The Roman 
was once 4A true Church, but never The Church ; and 
a true Church may fail in Proceſs of Time, as ſome of 
the ſeven Churches of the Leſſer Aſia did; and St. Paul 
caution'd the Romans themſelves againſt immoderate 
Confidence, leſt They, as well as the obſtinate 1/74- 
elites, ſhould be cat off. 
2. The ſecond Motive is taken from the Power of 
the Church to ſummon Councils, and to preſide in them. 
This is the ſame Fallacy again of the Power of The 
Church in Gezeral, and of the particular Church of 
Rome, whoſe Popes were ſometimes condemned by 
Councils, which the Emperors fummon'd. It is ah- 
ſurd to ſay that the Church preſides over the Council 4 
and they who preſided, had Priority by it for that ſea- 
ſon, but not. further Power. Mr. Pultox's ( or 
Mr. Ward's Speculum ) ſhews Sylveſter as preſiding at 
the firſt Conncil-of Nice; but when: he recolte&s him- 
ſelf, and finds he ſhould have repreſented Hoſims inftead 
of Sylveſter (for he was not as is pretended, his Lezat) 
he will (I ſuppoſe) not be ſo liberal of Power to the 
Prefident of a Council. For Councils they were not 
to give a Rule of Faith, but to make Peace in the 
Church,by proceeding according to the Rule, the Scrip- 
ture. If it had been otherwiſe, the Chriſtian World, 
in which from the Beginning were many Diviſions and 
Hereſies, had been long without a ſufficient Guide or 
Rule, ſeeing there was no General Council till 325 
years after Chriſt, They alledged Seriprures, and if 
they had not done fo, Men would not have ftood to 
| _ theix 
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*Thicir meer Authority, or to any other Tradition than 
the Creed, and not to that but by univerſal Conſent, 
as found in the Holy Bible. 

3- The third Motive is their Unity, and the dividing 
and [ubdividing of the Reformed without end, as having 
#0 Guide. Yet the. Proteſtants have the ſureſt Rule, 
and due Minilterial Helps; and they have publiſhed a 
Harmony of Confeſſions of Faith. And in the Roman 
Church, the Jaxſeniſts have accuſed the Jeſuits of a 
new Hereſy of the Pope's being infallible in Matters of 
Fat, and about many other things they are at variance.

Mr. Pulton's '( or 
Mr. Ward's Speculum ) ſhews Sylveſter as preſiding at 
the firſt Council of Nice; but when [he recolleQs, him- 
felf, and finds he Thould have repreſerited' Fbfius inftead 
of Sylvefter (for he was. not as'is pretended, ' his Legat) 
hewill-(T ſuppoſe) not be ſo liberal of Power to the 
Preſident: of a Council.
